Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special. ])—

The first morning ohnem, Donald M. 
Frame, the clgar man at the Union League 
club, testified he overheard Hines say to 
Herman H. Hettlery who was examined yes- 
terday: 


**T have elected Lorimer, our next senator.” 


Heitier swore Hines told him: “I elected 
Lorimer. I did it myself, personally.”’ 


Club Employe Confirms Hettler. 


Mr. Frame had regarded the statement of 
Hines as a joke, and occasionally discussed 
iti in a jocular way with Hettler. He also 
confirmed Hettler’s testimony by saying 
Hines approached the latter and after telling 
him he had elected Dorimer, Hettler took him 
away from the cigar case.. Then Hettler left 
Hines, returned to the case, got the cigars 
he had ordered, and left the club.

SHY AT COMPACT 
OF PROGRESSIVES 


Supporter of Chicagoan Denies 
There Was Any Break with 
Deneen Faction. 


MOVE FOR PURE POLITICS 


Governor's Aids Invite Other Wing 
of Party to Unite Against 
Jackpot Gang. 


FIGHT. ASSEMBLY GAVEL RULE 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, July 18.—[(Special.]—Zi- 
nois progressive Republicans who are in 
Sympathy with the fight of Gov. Deneen 
for clean governnient and against the reign 
of the “jack pot’’ and legislative corruption 
met tonight to start a campaign to win the 
coming Republican primary. 

The meeting wae attended by twenty-one 
Deneen followera and six followers of 
Charies E. Merriam. The Deneen men drew 
up a statement announcing a general plan of 
campaign and a declaration of principles. 
The Merriam men were invited to join with 


them in support of thie program. 


The latter went into the joint conference, 
but retired from it late tonight. While it 
seemed apparent no headway toward getting 
upon common ground had been made, Fletch- 
er Dobyns refused to say that a split bad re- 
sulted. 

“We simply are going to submit what has 
been discussed to our committee of twenty- 
five,” he said. ‘ Till they make their answer 
we have nothing to say. We will hold no 
further conferences now. The legislators’ 
committee plans to draw up a compte ten- 
tative platform of principles tomorrow.”’ 


Jones Resolutions Held Back. 

As the ailuation reste af present the Mer- 
riam forces have the option of becoming a 
part of the rival organization or of maintain- 
ing a separate organization of their own, 
which would virtually result in a Deneen- 
Merriam split. 

A serles of resolutions which 
Walter Clyde Jones, who has been mentioned 
as a candidate for governor on the “ pro- 
gressive ”’ ticket, had ready for presentation 
remained in his pocket during the time the 
meeting was in progress. These resolutions 
were much stronger than those adopted by 
the conference. 

The last stand of the Cook county progres- 
sives was taken late this evening, when they 
endeavored to get the executive conferees to 
come to an agreement upon a progressiv:> 
platform such as has already been enun- 
ciated from the Merriana headquarters in 
Chicago, Lawrence Y. Sherman as candidate 
for the senate, and Jones or Merriam for 
governor, all with the backing of the Deneen 
forces. The Deneen forces were not willing 
to go that far. 


Statement of Deneen Men.

‘The friends of the governor insist he is the 
only man who can lead the progressive ele- 
ment of the party to success in the coming 
primaries.

“If the Merriam people don’t get together 
under the Deneen standard, the Lorimerites 
will nominate the candidate for governor,” 
a downstate politician said tonight. “ With 
Deneen leading the campaign, Lorimerism 
can be beaten, but with the progressives 
divided.

It was following his departure 
from the mayor’s office still carrying the pen 
thet the alderman disclosed bis new plan. 


Decide on Court Fight Next Week. : 

The gas ordinance will not become effective 
until ten days after its publicati as re- 
quired by law, and as this publicatio proba- 
bly will not be given until early next week it 
is believed that the new rates will go inte 
force early in August—that is, would go inte 
effect if the gas company should not carry 
out its intention of obtaining an injunction te 
prevent its enforcement. : 

That this intention is fixed was declared 
certain, although James F. Meagher, vice 
president and general counsé) for the corpo- 
ration, refused to discuss thp prospect of an 
immediate suit. 

“That rests with the board of directors 
who will m in Chicago gfome time next 
week,’’ was hfs only statement on the subject. 

Mayor Harrison and Maclay Hoyne, first 
assistant corporation counsel, who has been 
his adviser all through this fight, declared 
themselves confident that thé rate will be up- 
held, but at the same time council leaders of 
the faction that voted for the ordinance as 
“the only way out’ were whhcking it rough- 
ly and condemning the policy that forced its 
passage. TiHey said it could hot be sustained 
by the courts and condemned the men respon- 
sible for its enactment. 


Tells of Penny Phone Pian. 


Ald. Bauler was the most cheerful of those 
listed among the active pr@ponents of the 
three-rate ordinance for the fay e year period.

Mayor Confident of Court Backing. 

Mayor Harrison exprebe¢d relief that the 
gas ordinance was out of the way, but dented 
the charges that the rate had been fixed arbi- 
trarily for political reasons, 

“1 did not pledge my self during the cam- 
paign to 70 cents without an investigation 
that assured me it was a fair rate,” he said. 
“and if anything hed arisen t convince 
me that it was not, I wohid not have insisted 
upon it. If I had been ¢onvinced that © 
cents was a fair rate, F would have favored 
that, or if it had been 8 cents, I would have 
favored that.”’ 


The mayor said that be was satiteg 
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the attempt to “ make it easy ”’ for the com- 
pany to produce gas at the rates specified 
by lessening the lighting requirement had 
not passed. : 

“T believe it is all right as it now stands,” 
he said, and in reply to a question said that 
he would not have favored a corresponding 
decrease in rates had the lower candle power 
requirement been approved. He asserted 
that such a step would have weakens ihe 
city’s position in court. 

“at any rate, I am in favor of thrashing 
the thing out now without compromise,” he 
said, after admitting the probability of liti- 
gation. “ Compromise is simply putting off 
the inevitable conflict. I am convinced that 
‘the rates are reasonable and am willing to 
see the case taken into court.” 

Maclay Hoyne asserted that the city will 
have sufficient data to defend its ordinance, 
as soon as the gas company presen:s its case, 

“The burden of proof is on the company 
and the data we need will be forthcoming the 
minute tfley go into court,’”’ he declared. 
“We are ready any time they wish to begin 
their suit.” 


Snow Again Attacks Ordinance. 

Ald. Snow, who at the council meeting led 
the attacks on the policy of arbitrarily fix- 
ing rates to fulfill campaign pledges de- 
nounced the political maneuvers again yes- 
terday. 

“The unanimous vote for the ordinance 
purporting to reduce the price of gas does 
not represent approval of the ordinance itself 
on the part of a considerable number of the 
aldermen,” he said. “ The involving of the 
gas question with political activity has so 
confused the situation that there seemed to 
be but one way left to bring about-an in- 
telligent consideration of the question. 

“The passage means that the question now 
will be taken into the courts, where, free 
from political consideration, it can be set- 
tled on the basis of the facts. The determina- 
tion to put through an ordinance at a figure 
which represents a political campaign cry 
made it impossible to agree upon an ordi- 
mance which should be based u enough 
accurate knowledge to saat’ the belief 
that it would either be accepted by the com- 
pany or if refused sustained by the courts.” 

“The people should understand that the 
action of the council does not mean a lower 
price at this time and probably at no time 
in the future, but means that the city has 
acquired a long, expensive lawsuit.’’ 


Says Bemis Has Fine Imagination. 

Ald. Pringle declined to consider Prof. 
Bemis seriously. He said: 

“Prof. Bemis testified before the gas, oil, 
and electric light committee some three and 
one-half years ago, when the committee was 
attempting to fix the last schedule for tele- 
phone rates adopted by the city. He was 
asked if he had testified in a gas investigation 
in Montreal! a few weeks before that he con- 
sidered 85 cents a fair rate of return to the 
gas company. He replied that he had/so 
testified. He was asked whether he thought 
gas could be produced for a lower ratejar-CTl- 
cago than in Montreal. 

’ He replied that he thought gas could be 
produced as cheaply in Montreal. He was 
then asked why he now testified that he be- 
Meved gas could be distributed in Chicago 
at a cost of 75 cents a thousand feet. He 
replied that he had learned a number of 
things during the last three weeks that 
had caused him to change his mind as to the 
cost of producing gas.”’ 


Scores His “Shifting” Policy. 

Ald. Foell criticised Bemis’ shifting policy. 

Ald. Long is doubtful whether the Hage- 
nah report on telephone rates can be im- 
proved on by Prof. Bemis. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hoyne said 
he felt certain the new gas rates would be 
sustained by the courts. 
¢ “If Mr. Bemis’ figures are correct, and 
I believe they are, there is no doubt but that 
the rates will be sustained in court,”’ said 
Mr. Hoyne. “The burden of the proof will 
be on the gas company. It will be required 
to produce its books and records in court to 
back up the claim that the rates are unrea- 
sonable. The city is ready ary time the gas 
company wants to go into court.” 


ADDS QUARTER OF A MILLION: 
TO HIBBARD FIRM VALUATION. 


Board ‘of Review Increases Assesément 
on Hardware Company’s Property— 
Trim for Stevens. : 


The board of review increased the assess- 
ment of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 
yesterday froin $1,279.718 to $1,529,718. The 
company had a representative at the board 
who protested against the advance, but !t 
was shown that last year the assessment of 
$1,323,480 had been cut to $1,258,971, and the 
increase this year seemed justifiable. 

Charlies A. Stevens & Bros., 19 North State 
street, failed to file a schedule, and the board 
of assessors fixed the company’s valuation at 
$300,000, with the usual penalty. The board 
of review reduced the valuation to $160,000 
with $75,000 penalty. ; 

Several firms complained that their sched- 
ules had been lost or ignored by the board 
of assessors. Among these were W. D. Mes- 
singer & Co., 180-182 Wast Rando'!ph street, 
assessed $90,000, with the penalty. The 
board reduced this to $42,800. The Morton 
Salt company also claimed that its schedule 
had been mislaid. The assessment and pen- 
alty of $162,267 was reduced to $122.997. Six- 
teen branches of the United Cigar stores were 
assessed on a combined valuatinva of $100,076, 
as against $86,502 last year. 

E. H. Baumgartner, a publisher, told the 
reviewers he had not filed a schedule and 
his assessment was cut from $4,500 to $750.

Recalls Opposition to Lincoln, 

The Lincoln Protective league could hardly ex- 
pect support from The Chicago Tribune and allies 
considering antecedents, as history supplies on! 
counts of Tribune opposition to Lincoln's policies.

After they finished this was 
Lincoln's reply: ‘‘ Gentlemen, after Boston, Chi- 
cago has been the chief instrument in bringing 
this war on the country. The northwest hes op- 
posed the south as New England has opposed the 
,@outh. It is you whd are largely responsible for 
making blood flow es it has. You called for war 
until we had it. |You called for emancipation and 
I have given it to you. Whatever you have asked 
for you have had. Now you come here begging to 
be let off from the call for men which I have made 
to carry out the war you have demanded. You 
ought to be ashamed of yourselves. I have a right 
to expect better things of you. Go home and raise 
your 6,000 extra men. And you, Medill. you are 
acting like a coward. You and your Tribune have 
had more influence than any paper in the north- 
west in making this war. You can influence great 
masses’ and yet you cry to be spared at a mo- 
ment when your cause is suffering, Go home and 
send us those men.’’ ‘I couldn't say anything,”’ 
said Mr. Medill. ‘It was the first time I ever 
was whipped and I didn’t have an answer, We 
all got up and went out and when the door was 
closed one of my colleagues said: ‘' Well, gentle- 
men, the old man {s right, we ought to be ashamed 
of ourselves.’

Reprimand Likely. to Be Severest Pun- 
ishment of Chief Chemist.

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Specie#!]—The 
position of Secretary Whlison of the depart- 


men of agriculture is now the matter of chief 


interest in the Wiley case, which still ngs 
‘fire and which may not be disposed of for sev- 
eral days. 

The venerable secretary, whois Dr. Wiley’s 
superior officer, is now aS much under fire ag 
Attorney General Wickersham was when the 
matter first became public. 

For days official circles have been wonder- 
ing whether the attorney general would re- 
sign if the president should refuse to dis- 
charge Dr. Wiley in accordance with Mr. 
Wickersham’s recommendation. Now the 
speculation has turned to the possibility of 
the resignation of Secretary Wilson if the 
president should exonerate Wiley, either 
wholly or in part. 

“I can’t see that there is anything in the 
situation which would call for my resigna- 
tion,”’ said Secretary Wilson tonight. ‘‘The 
only suggestion of the sort that has come to 
me is in the columns of a newspaper which I 
was reading tonight. I got over being sur- 
prised or shocked long ago at what I seein 
the newspapers.” 


Wilson to Recommend Action, 
When the papers were submitted to the 
president today he requested Secretary Wil- 


recommendation of action. - 

Attorney General Wickersham is deliver- 
ing a speech in Duluth tonight and on ac- 
count of his absence largely there was no 
mention of the matter at the cabinet meeting. 

There is little doubt that the president 
will insist on the retention of Dr. Wiley on 
account of his invaluable services to the 
people 
and drug laws. A reprimand for the tecnnl- 
cal violation of the law/limiting expert fees 
is likely to be the e 
meted out by the president, 

Whether the secretary wil! pave the way 
for such a decision in his recommendatior or 
take his stand with the attorney general in 
favoring the dismissal of the chief chemist 
is a matter of interesting conjecture. 


Plot Rumer Still Prevails. 

It is customary to settle these disputes 
within the department in which they arise. 
In a quiétion of the construction of law, like 
the limitation of expert fees to $1l a day, it 
is customary to refer the matter to the con- 
troller of the treasury department. Adjust- 
ment then is made in conformity with hie 
decision. 

Why this course was not followed in this 
case is amystery. The friends of Dr. Wiley 
contend that this would have been the course 
had there not been a plot on foot to oust the 
chief chemist. They assert that the elaborate 
investigation of the incident and the refer- 
ence to the attorney general have a suspi- 
cious look. 

Secretary Wilson declines to discuss the 
merits of the case in advance of the submis- 
sion of his recommendations tothe president, 
but his friends deny the charges of a plot to 
oust Whey.

It was the 
Gay of Lorimer's election. 

MR. HEALY—Will you tell the committee 
what you heard either Mr. Hines or Mr. 
Hettler say on that occasion? 

MR. FRAME—I did not gét all the con- 
versation, but part of it was that Mr. Hines 
said, “I have elected Lorimer our next sena- 
tor.”’ 

MR. HEALY—Where were you standing 
with reference to Mr. Hines and Mr. Hettler? 

MR. FRAME—Mr. Hettler was right at 


the cigar case, and I was just across—pos- 


Bibly about three or four feet. 

MR. HEALY—Where did Mr. Hines stand, 
approximately? 

MR. FRAME—Right beside Mr. Hettler.

Hines Employe Testifies. 

Teaac Baker was the next witness. He tes- 
t‘fied that he has lived in Chicago for thirty- 
two years and is 68 years old. He has been 
ig the lumber business since he was 15 years 
ol4, and now is a buyer for the Edward 
Hines Lumber company, having been con- 
nected with the company since its organiza- 
tion. Attorney Hynes conducted his exam- 
ination. Baker said he had been in Wash- 
ington just before the election of Lorimer. 

The witness said he left Washington on 
May 25 for Chicago on the train with Hines, 
and that Wiehe met Hines at the station. 

MR. HYNES—Did you hear any conversa- 
tion between them? 

MR. BAKER—Mr. Hines told me on the 
train that he was going to Springfield that 
morning. On the arrival of the train in 
Chicago Mr. Wiehe met him at the train 
anc told him not to go to Springfield until 
efter he had talked with Mr. Lorimer. They 
talked that way, and Mr. Hines said: “I 
am going over to the Continental bank.” 
I left them and went home. I went to my 
home, and ffom there to the office of the 
Edward Hines Lumber company. I ehould 
gay then it was about 10:30 o'clock. 

MR. HYNES—What did you do there? 

MR. BARER—As soon as I reached the 
office the telephone girl told me that’ Mr. 
Cook and Mr. O’Brien were at the Grand 
Pacific hotel and wanted to see me. I told 
her to call them up, and she @id so. They 
told me they wanted me to come down tothe 
hotel, as they wanted to see me I asked 
them what for, and they said: ** We cannot 
teli you until you come down.” I then called 
up Mr. Hines at the Continental National 
bank and told him Mr. Cook and Mr. O’Brien 
were there ond wanted metoseethem.

Then there was another pause and Mr. Hines 
said: ‘“‘If necessary I will come down to 
Springfield tonight on thetrain.”” That was 
the substance of all the conversation over the 
telephone. I was seated at the table about 
six or eight feet from the telephone. 

MR. HYNES—Did Mr. Cook say. when he 
called Mr. Hines to the telephone “ Here is 
Gov, Deneen. Here is the governor?” 

MR. BAKER—No, sir. 

MR. HYNES—Did he mention the name De- 
neen at any time in that conversation? 

MR. BAKER—No, sir. 

MR. HYNES—Was anything said about 
money in that telephone conversation that 
you heard? 

MR. BAKER—No, sir. 


“In Reference to the Election.” 


MR. HYNES—After that where did you go? 

MR. BAKER—Mr. Hines came back to the 
table and sat down, and one of the gentle- 
men, I would not say which one, spoke up 
and said: ‘Is that in reference to the election 
of senator at Springfield?’ Mr. Hines said, 
“Yes.” We sat and talked maybe ten or fif- 
teen minutes about the Virginia and Rainey 
Lake company’s business. 

The witness said he was with Hines the fol- 
lowing day in the Union League chub. : The 
Purpose was to meet Mr. Carney of the Car- 
ney Br company in regard to buying 
lumber. The transaction involved $209,000 to 
$250,000. C. L. Hall also was there. 

MR. HYNES—Where were you? 

MR. BAKER—We were on the lounge at 
the left hand side of the entrance into the 
coatroom there. There was a gentleman ap- 
proached——. 

MR. HYNES—Who was sitting tera? 

MR. BAKER—C. L. Hall, Edward Hines, 
Mr. Carney, and myself. There was a gen- 
tleman came up and'said: ‘‘ How do you do.

MR. BAKER-—I stated this morning tht 
it was after the White affair, but it was 
after Mr. Cook’s testifying at the Helm 
committee, 

MR. HEALY—About two years later? 

MR. BAKER—Yes. 

The witness said he had discussed the situ- 
ation twice with Attorney Hynes and Mr. 
Farrar, and Mr. Herrick, attorneys in Chi- 
cago, in last June, He had talked with Hines 
and Wiehe, and with Miss Carroll as to the 
uuderstanding of the Springfield telephonic 
conversation. 

MR. HEALY—You do not remember Sena- 
tor Aldrich’s name having been mentioned in 
the telephone conversation? 

MR. BAKER—Not the president’s name. 

MR. HEALY—How about Senator Aldrich? 

MR. BAKER-—I do not think he mentioned 
any name. I think he said, “ the administra- 
tion.’ Then the next was, ‘and if neces- 
sary, I will come down.” He said, “ do not 
leave any stone unturned to be elécted.”’ 

The cross examination then dealt with why 
Baker had not testified before.the Helm com- 
mittee. He betieved it was that he had not 
talked the matter over with Hines until after 
the Helm committee was through. 

Senator Kern questioned Baker rigidly re- 
garding the Chicago bound trip of Baker and 
Hines. The witness said the senatorship 
was not referred to on the trip and that at 
the station he heard Hines say that he could 
be found at the Continental bank. 


Two Arranged for One Meeting. 

SENATOR KERN-Now, wil you teli the 
committee how it happened that you und Mr. 
Wiehe both at different times that morning 
arranged for @ meeting between Mr. Hines 
end Mr. Cook and Mr. O’Brien? 

MR. BAKER—Well, Mr. Wiehe wnt off 
with Mr. Hines, and if he urranged any 
meeting with Mr. Hines I do not know any- 
thing about it.

Senator Jones completed the examination 
of the witness, asking about what happened 
at the Grand Pacific. 


Charles McGowan Testifies. 

Charles McGowan, the young Canadian, ap- 
peared before the committee without being 
subpeenaed. He did not testify before the 
Helm committee. He said he was in the 
smoking compartment on the train going 
from Duluth to Virginia last March in com- 
pany with several other men, among them 
Cc, F. Wiehe. 

McGowan denied positively that Wiehe said 
he knew a fund of $100,000 had been raised to 
elect Lorimer because he (Wiehe) had con- 
tributed $10,000. He said that Wiehe was 
called out of the smoking room by Mr. Hines 
and did not return. 

The Canadian told how he had been located 
in Regina by a man named Shields, who was 
acting for Wiehe. He had given Shields an 
affidavit regarding the conversation in the 
smoking room of the car. 

In his conversation with Shields the name 
of Senator Lorimer, the Canadian said, had 
not been mentioned. ; 

Later, however, his story was shaken by 
Attorney Marble, who read the affidavit in 
which Senator Lorimer was mentioned by 
name. 

Another apparent ‘discrepancy in the affi- 
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davi inted out by Mr. Marble, was a sec- 
tion Ph pre McGowan averred that Wiehe 
“ was continuously with some of the>mem- 
bers of his party ” on the trip from Duluth 
to Virginia. 

My. Marble sapidal out that in his direct 
testimony McGowan said Wiehe was called 
out of the smoking compartment by Hines 
and that he (Wiehe) did not return. Mr. 
Marble wanted to know the reasons for these 
discrepancies-and asked the Canadian if these 
statements were not untrue. 

MR. MARBLE—Did you tell Mr. Shields 
that Mr. Wiehe was continuously with some 
of the people in his party during the entire 
trip between BuJuth and Virginia? 

MR. McGOWAN-—Yes, Idid. 

MR. MARBLE—W hy did you tell him that? 

MR. McGOWAN—Because he asked me, 
and it was the truth. 


Admits Flaw in Affidavit. 

MR. MARBLE—How did you know that he 
was continuously with some of the party of 
eight or nine persons during that trip from 
Duluth to Virginia?. Who told you that? 

MR. McGOWAN—No person told me that. 

MR. .MARBLE—Did you see it? 

MR. McGOW AN—No. 

MR. MARBLE—Then why did you say It, 
in this affidavit, and why did you repeat it 
here? 

(The witness hesitated.) 

MR. MARBLE—Was this affidavic true? 

MR. McGOWAN—True to my hnowledge. 

MR. MARBLE—Very well, then. Why did 
you put tn this affidavit that statement about 
Mr. Wiehe? 

MR. McGOWAN-—I must have mfsunder- 
stood it—the affidavit. 

MR. MARBLE—Then is the affidavit true? 

MR. McGOWAN-—If it reads that he was 
contihuously with his party, it is not alto- 
gether true.

LONDON, July 18.--There is much curtosity 
on the part of politiclang over the cabinet's 
list of potential peers. That a list has been 
made and is awaiting the possibility of its 
use in the event that this is necessary to obd- 
tain the passage of the veto bill in the house 
of iords there is no doubt. 

The government's spokesmen have said 
that Premier Asquith was prepared to meet 
all contingencies of the situation in all de- 
talls, which is taken to mean that he has two 
leading sources of supply, the eldest sone of 
Liberal peers and members of parliament. 

The, proposal to ennoble the eldest sons pre- 
sents an amusing phase of the revolution, 
Peers of baronial rank think that if their sons 
are ennobled, they themselves should be pro- 
moted to be viscounts when eis sons are 
made barons. 

Drawing on the house 6f commons for new 
lords presents difficulty. If l0Qor more mem- 
bers of the lower chamber are taken, a minia- 
ture general election will be necessary to fill 
their places, and the country and politicians 
are tired of elections. 


STRIKE RIOTING AT CARDIFF. 


Many Persons Hurt When Police and 
Firemen Clarth with Steamer Em- 
ployes Who Walked Out. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 1aIBUNBS.] 

CARDIFF, July 18—Striking seamen and 
dockers. got a damper today when the fire 
brigade turned streams of water on them. 
The strikers storied the firemen and the po- 
lice and there ensued a desperate struggle. 
Finally the strikers were driven off, but they 
returned later and stoned the members of a 
steamehip's crew, 

There followed.a@ fight with the police in 
which clubs were used freely and a dozen 
men were seriously injured. Later in the 
day there was aniattack upon another ware- 
house. Goods were thrown overboard and 
more strikers and police were hurt. 

The warehouses of the Liverpool and Dub- 
lin Steamship company were burned. The 
strikers interfered with the firemen and cut 
the hose.

HAITIEN TROOPS 


Disorders Among Populace at 
Port au Prince Feared if 
Government Fails. 


U. §. SENDS 2 WARSHIPS:.: 


Prominent Germans Suspected of 
Aiding the Revolution- 
ists Expelled. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, July 18,—The 
revolution progresses. The government 
troops were routed at Trou and have re- 
turned in disorder to Cape Haitien. The 
situation is calm here, but if the government 
falls it is feared there will be disorders on 
the part of the populace, as all the disciplined 
troops are in the north. 

The foreign residents are apprehensive, 
but the expected arrival of American war- 
ships will have a reassuring effect. 

Gen. Prudent, government delegate 
Gonaives, will support the revolution. 


Petre] at Cape Haitien. 

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, July 18.—The ar- 
rival off the cape of the United States gun- 
boat Petrel has served somewhat to reassure 
the public. but a feeling of apprehension is 
general, Business here is practically sus- 
pended. The merchants have put up their 
shutters and anxiously await the outcome of 
further fighting between the goverment 
troops and the rebels. Communication 
with the interior is interrupted. 


Germans Expelled from Country. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, July 18.—Mail ad- 
vices from Haiti say several promirent Ger- 
mans have been expelled from the country on 
the charge of giving support to the revolu- 
tion. President Simon Is said to be attempt- 
ing to pacify the rebels by proclaiming that 
the United States will intervene unless the 
railroad construction across the island is 
permitted to proceed. 


Warship Sent to Port-au-Prince. 
Washington, D. C., July 18.—At the request 
of American Minister Furniss at Port-au- 
Prince the United States will send another 
gunboat to Haitian waters to protect Amer- 
icans and their interests, now seriously

W. Savage, who returned on the Kron 

Prinzessin Cecilie today from Europe, 

said his trip had been a combination of 

business and pleasure, After complet- 
ing his business, Mr. Savage took a_ three 
weeks’ holiday in Baden-Baden and the Black 
Forest district, which he said was the first real 
vacation he had enjoycd for years, 

In discussing the artists he had engaged for 
his coming production in English of Puccini's 
opera, “ The Girl of the Golden West,” he said 
he had Icilio Calleya, a tenor from Milan, who, 
in his estimation, wil: rival Caruso, 

“Calleya was the principal tenor in Genoa,” 
said Mr. Savage, “and had the leading tenor 
r6les in Berlin and at La Scala, Milan. He 
was born on the island of Corfu of British 
parentage, and speaks English fluently. 

“TI have also engaged Harry Lion as an 
alternate for the rdle of Johnson, Mr. Lion is 
a Swedish tenor from the royal opera, Stock- 
holm. He comes of one of the famous Swedish 
musical families, and is a nephew of the Nor- 
wegian consui in this city. ? 

“In Leon de Souza,” Mr. Savage went on to 
say, ““I have another tenor of rare personality 
and vocal qualifications. He is a grandson of 
the great Lablache, and is a fine actor as well 
as singer. 

“For the role of the sheriff I have engaged 
William Beck, baritone, at present engaged 
for the Paris opera season, He is a Hungarian, 
but sings with equal ease in English and other 
foreign languages. He was formerly with the 
Covent Opera company in London, and has 
sung in thi country in a varied repertoire in 
the Hammerstein and Andreas Dippel com- 
panies. 

“In Cologne I engaged irma Dalossy, a dra- 
matic soprano with an exceptional voice, cov- 
ering nearly three octaves, She wili alternate 
in the r6le of Minnie with Edna Blanche 
Showalter. I have also engaged Mme. Dina 
Pughiia for the character part of Wowkle, 
the Indian womap,” ae

Mr. Savage said perhaps the most important 
engagement he had made on his trip abroad was 
that of Maestro Giorgio Polacco as his firat con- 
ductor, who was the personal choice of Puccini 
himself. He was the guest of Puccini at the 
premiere of the opera in Rome and was in 
America for two seasons with Mme. Tetrazzini. 

Puccini was greatly interested in the produc- 
tion of “ The Girl of the Golden West” in Eng- 
lish, Mr. Savage said, chiefly because of the 
story-and the traditions of the theme being 
American. 

“I will give the opera a generous production,” 
said Mr. Savage, “quite in keeping with Mr. 
Belasco’s drama and. the score of the famous 
Italian composer. I shall employ an orchestra 
of fifty-two pieces, and all of the supernumer- 
aries will be rehearsed in New York and accom- 
reny the opera company throughout the tour, 
t*hich will begin about Nov. 1,” 

In addition to these musical attractions, Mr. 
Savage brought with him the manuscript of 
“Baron Good-for-Nothing,” a comedy from 
Berliw by Heinrich Schrottenbach, and “The 
Lieutenant’s Ward,” another Berlin, comedy by 
Leo Waltherstein, “The Summer’s Folly,” a 
German comedy in the line of *“Olad Heidel- 
ber a and another Berlin success entitled 
* eping Josephine,” from the German of 
rhoes Engle, in which the heroine is a sort of 
Cinderella, Mr, Savage will also produce a 
new light comedy, “Le Million,” which made 
@ great success at the Palais Royal in Paris 
last year, It is on somewhat similar lines to 
Sardou’s “A Scrap of Paper.” The American 
adaptation has been made by Leo Ditrichstein.

SMOOT WOOL BILL 
GIVEN TO SENATE 


Substitute for House Measure 
Will Receive Support of 
Administration. 


GENERAL CUT IN TARIFF. 


Classification Under Present Law 
Retained, but Rates of 
Duty Changed. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—Senator Smoot 
will introduce tomorrow his woo! tariff revi- 
sion bill as a substitute for the house meas- 
ure. It will receive the support of the regular 
Republicans and of the administration. 

The bill provides for a general reduction on 
wool and woolens, but does not go so far on 
either as the house bill. It fixes the same rate 
on first class wool] that the La Follette bill 
names so long as that class of wool maintains 
the price of 22% cents a pound, but as the rate 
is specific the protection is made variable, as 
it is under the ad valorem system of the Wis- 
consin senator. It retains higher duties on 
woolens than are provided by the La Follette 
bill. 

‘The Smoot bill maintains the classifications 
of the present law on the three grades of 
wool. Instead of a rate of 11 cents a pound on 
first class wool in the grease and 12 cents on 
second class a rate of 9 cents a pound is pro- 
vided on both classes. On washed wool of 
both classes the rate is doubled and on 
scoured wool trebled. 


Skirting Clause Left Out. 

On third class wools the rate is 8 and 6 
cents instead of dand7 cents. The “ skirting 
clause,” of which much complaint has been 
made by the wool growers, is eliminated. 
Garnetted waste is reduced from 30 to 25 
cents a pound. : 

The compensatory ‘duties are levied upon 
the same principle as in the present law, with 
many reductions in the additional protective 
ad valorem duties. The present provision 
assessing blankets over three yards in 
length has been eliminated. On women's and 
children’s dress goods the specific duties 
have been reduced from 11 to 9 cents a square 
yard. There are also material reductions on 
carpets, druggets and mats, clothing, webb- 
ings, braids, ribbons, trimmings, etc. A new 
paragraph provides that ‘‘in no case shall 
any of the articles or fabrics enumerated in 
this schedule pay a duty greater than is 
equivalent to an ad valorem duty of 80 per 
centum.,”’ 


Reserves Right to Change Rates. 

It is admitted by the author of the bill 
that this provision may be the means of 
making it difficult for the manufacturers of 
exceedingly fine and high priced cloth to com- 
pete with similar foreign made goods, 

“The rates in my proposed substitute,” 
said Senator Smoot, “are as low as I be- 
Heve it is possible for the American woolen 
business to exist under, judging from the in- 
formation I have in my possession. It may 
be that in some instances the rates are a 
little higher, and tn others the 80 per tentum 
limitation may be a little too low. I shall 
reserve the right to support changes in any 
of the rates proposed in my substitute if the 
tariff board produces evidence that would 
justify the same.”’ 


SMITH GOVERNOR AND SENATOR 


Opponents of Georgia Executive Foiled 
in Attempt to Force Him to 
Resign. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 18.—[Special.]—The op- 
ponents of Gov. Hoke Smith, recently elected 
to the United States senate to fill the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator A. S. Clay, 
were blocked today when they attempted to 
get before the legislature resolutions de- 
manding that Smith immediately resign as 
governor and go to Washington to qualify. 
The resolutions were ruled out of order. 
Smith will continue in the executive office 
until the regular session of congress in De- 
cember, when he will resign.

FOR HUMANE PUGILISTS. 
fo the fact that humane pugilists who dis-

Pven our distinguished fellow townsman,

‘The defect in the device {s all too appar- 

ent, however. It cannot punch back. If 
the inventor will equip one with a motor 
and a couple of driving rods, which can land 
a blow on unprepared portions of the oppos- 
ing pugilist, it may be possible to emanci- 
pate the human eparring partner from 
bondage. 

MADERO’S COURSE IN MEXICO. 

Nothing in the conduct of Francisco Ma- 
dero as observed outside of Mexico warrants 
the thought that he has anything but the 
best interest of his country at heart. It 
probably is a natural speculation to wonder 
whether the Diaz autocracy is to be sup- 
planted by a Madero autocracy, but the 
justification for it does not exist. 

That Madero and President de la Barra 
of the provisional government should fail at 
outs over administrative matters is not sur- 
prising. De ia Barra is responsible offi- 
cially for pulling the country through the 
dangerous interval before the elections have 
created a stable government. Madero, in 
fact, is responsible. He is accountable for 
the conditions as they exist, and disorders 
will be charged against him. 

Mexico is in better shape than might 
have been expected. The wonder is not 
that there are disorders, but that there are 
not more. Madero may think that De la 
Barta is not aggressive enough in his policy 
ef suppressing brigandage and preventing 
conflicts between armed factions. It may 
be that Madero has complained of the con- 

tinuance of Diaz adherents in office and sug- 
gested that they be supplanted by Maderists. 

“4 te All that, however, is not good warrant for 
aw believing that Madero seeks the establish- 
Be ment of a government limited to his own 
personal following. There is evidence 
which shows his concern that the elections 
shall be free and honest. It has deen or- 
dered that no provisional governor of a state 
ehall be a candidate for election gov- 
r.- Men who may be ambitious in that 
direction and who now hold the office under 
the provisional government must resign if 
they intend to enter the campaign as candi- 
dates. That applies to men who have sup- 
®ported Madero. The electors are to be

PROTECTING THE BALLOT BOX. | 

The scrupulousness with which the Dng- 
lish guard the purity of their elections has 
been the envy of observing Americans. The 
eare taken to protect the ballot box from 
the undue influence of money is watchful 
and the penalties for violation of the aw 
are imposed impartially. Great Britain 
had to have intolerably corrupt elections be- 
fore it awoke to the necessity of making 
them honest and just. 

In the United States we are working to- 
wards the same high standard. The.action 
of the senate in strengthening the house 
publicity bil] and in limiting the amount of 
money which candidates for either branch 
of congress may epend in their campaigns 
ia evidence of that, 

In Chicago we have seen to what out 
rageous limits the expenditure of money 
may be pushed. There has been criticism of 
the large fund subscribed for Charles B. 
Merriam when he was the Republican can- 
didate for mayor—a criticism which en- 
tirely lacked sincerity Mn that it was made 
by partisans who ignored the equally large 
campaign fund raised for the opposing can- 
didate. The Merriam fund was given pub- 
licity. The other was hidden as a campaign 
secret. : 

The serious thing is not that Mr. Merriam 
was able to command such a sum in hie cam- 
paign, but that such sums should be re- 
quired. Political conditions are unhealthy 
indeed when candidates need working funds 
of such proportions. To have denied Mr. 
Merriam the use of money while permitting 
his opponent to spend as much as he could 
raise would have fitted in well with the 
schemes of his abypocritical enemies. 
Neither candidate should have been per- 
mitted to spend so much money. 

That sentiment is turning strongly against 
such practices is indicated by the senate 
action. Large campaign funds contain po- 
tential frauds and scandals. They tend to 
restrict political opportunity to wealth. Not 
only congressional elections but all elec- 
tions need the protection of laws compelling

NOISE IN CHICAGO. . 

The council] did its part admirably Mon- 
day night toward the suppression of public 
nuisances unhappily familiar in this city. 

It passed Ald. Thomson's ordinance to 
prohibit the use of explosive fireworks, ex- 
cept in authorized public‘displays. This, if

enforced, will assist the departure of the 
“insane Fourth.” Experience in Chicago 
and in other cities proves that such a prohi- 
bition is necessary to real safety of life and 
limb. | 

The council] also attacked the noise nui- 
sance effectively. It passed Ald. Thom- 
gon’s ordinance prohibiting the use of the 
given signal on automobiles and motor- 
cycles, and regulating the use of proper 
signals. It also passed the same alderman’s 
ordinance prescribing the use of mufiiers 
within the city. 

At the same session the council refused 
to amend the so-called anti-noise ordinance 
to permit peddlers to cry their wares in resi- 
dence districts. 

All of these measures will be approved by 
the great majority of the public’ Chicago 
is one of the noisiest cities in the world, and 
a good part of its noise is unnecessary. 
Noise is a tax on the nervous strength of 
every inhabitant, though it may be an indi- 
rect tax of which the victim is not conscious. / 
It is, therefore, an injury to the community 
in a practical way by reducing its efficiency, 
to say nothing of the natural desire to enjoy 
life in reasonable peace and comfort, and 
our natural pride in having Chicago a place 
which will attract visitors, not “ distract ” 
them. 

But legislation is only the first step. Itis 
useless unless the executive will enforce it. 
Mayor Harrison “suspended” the anti- 
noise’ ordinance. Will he suspend these 
other ordinances? 


TO PREVENT WATER SHORTAGE. 

The appointment by the council of a sub- 
committee to investigate the causes of our 
summer water shortage is welcome. As 
Tun Trisune said a few days ago, there 
is no excuse for water famines in a city 
situated upon a wonderful natural reservoir 
of the very best water. The subcommittee 
will present to the council and the public a 
comprehensive survey of our whole water 
supply plant and system, and on this basis 
we ought to undertake in the fall some sub- 
stantial improvements. Especially in the 
districts of densest habitation, such as the 
stockyards district, there should be the 
earliest paaetple betterment. — 


THE LORDS AND THE B BILL. 

It is hardly probable that the house of 
lords tomorrow will dare the British gov- 
ernment to extremities by rejecting the veto 
bill. The defiance cannot be based on the 
belief that Premier Asquith will not pro- 
ceed to creation of new peers. The Con- 
servatives have no possible reason for 
thinking that the government is playing a 
game of bluff. It is true that Asquith does 
not want to swamp the house of lords with 
500 new peers and thus overturn the Con- 
servative majority, but if that be the only 
method left to him he will adopt it. 

Therefore it is not probable that the op- 
position will invite such a deluge. The 
only gainers would be the whole souled but 
aspiring supporters of Asquith, who are 
willing to round out a life of devotion to the 
Liberal eause by getting themselves ele- 
vated to the peerage. 

The probabilities are\that the lords will 
use every parliamentary weapon to obtain 
modifications in the bill and then surrender 
to the inevitable, hoping for the future to

e name in Europe, being borne by one 
of the few families of the Muscovite 
aristocracy that figure in the Almanach 
de Gotha, the only one, indeed, of 
these families to enjoy the predicate of 
“perene highness,” that it is somewhat of 
a Mock to find a full fledged Princess Lieven 
earning a precarious livelihood as @n avowed 
marriage broker in Berlin. 

Naturally this style of business abroad 
brought her into contact with adventurers 
and swindliers who seem to have used her 
name for all it is worth. To such a degree 
was this the case that she was implicated 
in the recent trial at Glogau of Count 
Gunther von Koenigsmarck for fraud es 
one of bis disreputable confederates, 

The trial has ended in the conviction of 
the. count, and of his sentence to terms of 
imprisonment with hard labor, along, with 
several of his male associates, Princess Lie- 
ven escaping any other punishment than that 
of the exposure of her means of livelihood 
and of her career owing to the difficulty of 
actualy proving criminal intent. 

It ie true she got a large quantity of 
goods on credit from credulous tradespeople 
in Berlin, and especially at Nauheim, who 
were victimized to the extent of many thou- 
gands of dollara But she insisted so strongly 
that she expected to be able to pay in the 
long run fer all she bought by means of 
commissions to be obtained in her marriage 
brokerage business through bringing about 
matrimonia) alliances between Huropean no- 
b.es amd American heiresses or millionaires’ 
widows that she was given the benefit of 
tae doubt as to her intention to defraud.

The princess is of Russian birth, & years 
of age, end her maiden name was Kowal- 
ski. Her first husband was @ Baron Wold 
of Posen, and after his death she became 
the wife of the late Prince Alexander Lieven, 
who died about three years ago. She ac- 
knowledged during the oourse of the trial 
that she had no fixed residence, and that 
she divided her time between Nauheim, 
where she made her headquarters during 
the summer, for the purpose of getting into 
contact with rich Americana, and Berlin, 
where she had her brokerage bureau, the 
manager of which was a certain Leonhardt, 
who Was wont to describe himself on his 
visiting oards as the “ private secretary of 
her serene highness the Princess Lieven.” 
Leonhardt was one of tae associates of Count 
Gunther von Koenigsmarck, and, like him, 
has received a long jail sentence. 
Je of the persons who has had to suffer 
a good deal through the swindies in which 
the widowed Princess Lieven became in- 
volyed hag been her cousin, Prince Andrew 
Lieven, who is the representative of one of 
the leading banking and brokerage concerns 
at Berlin, with a seat as such on the Ber- 
lin stock exchange. He is a grandson of 
that old Prince Andrew Alexandrovitch 
Lieven who was for so many yeare minister 
of the imperial domain at St. Petersburg, 
and whose wife was Princess Barbara Ge- 
litin. 


_— 

The Lievens are Livonians, and trace their 
ancestry back in an unbroken,line to a cer- 
tain Hepry Lieve, who was a feudal baron, 
vassal to the archbishop of Riga, in the 
thirteenth century. 

They owe their title of prince and their pre- 
fix of serene highness to the fact that the 
widow of Count Otto Lieven was governess 
to the children of Czar Paul and that Em- 
perors Alexander I. and Nicholas 1, as well 
as the Czarovitch Constantine Paulovitch 
(who waived his right of succession to the 
throne in favor of his younger brother be- 
cause he had been privy to the killing of his 
crazy father), all three regarded her as their 
second mother. 

Stil more famous, however, wae her daugh- 
ter-in-law, that Princess Lieven, nee Count- 
ess Dorothea Benckendorff, who played so 
important a role in the political] history of 
bLurope in the early part of the nineteenth 
century as Russian ambassadresse, first at 
Berlin, then for twenty years in London, 
Where she was in many matters the confiden- 
tial adviser of George IV. and at Vienna, 
where she was “the truest friend” of the 
great chancellor, Prince Clement Metternich. 

Even still more extraordinary was the 
influence which this by no means beautiful 
woman wielded at Paris throughout the 
reign of King Louls Philippe as the Dgeria of 
his all-powerful minister and premier, the 
historian Guizot, who entertained the most 
romantic devotion for her. 


~~ 

Another Princess Lieven who has come in 
for a good deal of attention, although of a 
different character, is the wife of Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Alexander Lieven, who com- 
mands the squadron of destroyers of the 
Baitic division of the Russian fleet and who 
makes his headquarters at Libau. The prin- 
cess, a native of Libau and the daughter of 
@ petty official of the name of Von Hueb- 
ner, became firat of all the wife of an army: 
officer of the name of Von Kiveppfel, sta~ 
tioned at Viadivostok, and, on this union 
being sundered by divorce at Vladivostok, 
she married Prince Alexander von Lieven, 
at the time a captain of the navy and as 
such stationed in the far orient. 

The marriage was looked upon by her hus 
band's family and by the court of the czar 
in the light of a mesalliance, and it was be-~ 
cause of this condition of affairs that the 
prince remained on the Pacific coast in order 
not to subject his wife to the affronts she 
would have received at St. Petersburg. 

Transferred from Vliadivostok to Port 
Arthur, he was in command of the cruiser 
Rasboinik at the beginning of the war with 
Japan. After hostilities had broken out he 
was transferred to the command of the cruis- 
er Diana, and when, in accordance with 
peremptory instructions from St. Petersburg, 
the Russian fleet made a dash out of Port 
Arthur and then wes driven back into port 
by Admire] Togo, Prince Alexander Lieven 
managed by superior seamanship to get away 
and to reach the French port of Saigon in 
safety, where his ship was dismantled, in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
laws of neutrality, to be heli there until the 
end of the war. 


The princess, who a a @ woman of the same 
age as her husband—that is to say, 50 years— 
wished to accompany him fn his dash out of 
Port Arthur. But so firmly convinced was 
he that he was going to certain death and 
never would succeed in getting through the 
blockading forces that he declined to allow 
her to sail with him. 

On learning that he had reached Saigon in 
safety she determined at all costs to rejoin 
him, and, getting out of Port Arthur in the 
guise of a Chinaman, made her way on board 

native junk and, under the cover of a 
blinding snowstorm, to Chefoo, eventually 
reaching her husband in safety at Saigon 
after all sorts of thrilling adventures. |

MILK AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

Chicago, July 17.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In your editorial, “Tuberculosis from 
Milk,” TRiBpUNB, July 13, you refer to “ the 
theory of Dn Koch that tuberculosis could 
not be transmitted from cows to human be- 
ings,’ and to the fact that “ the royal com- 
mission, after ten years’ investigation, finds 
Koch's theory untenable, and finds that the 
disease is thus communicable and that in- 
fante die of it because they drink milk from 
tuberculous cows.” It is unfortunate that 
the Klea still prevails not only among physi- 
clans, but also among the leity, that’Koch 
ever demied the possibility of bovine tuber- 
culosis being transmitted to human beings. 
With your permission I will briefly state the 
facts as they are. 

At the London tuberculosis conference in 
1901 Koch said that in his opinion, to which 
he was led by extensive experiments and ob- 
servation, the danger of acquiring tubercu- 
losis from bovine sources was much less than 
had been supposed, amd that at that time he 
did not consider extensive precautions 
necessary. This cam be verified by consulting 
volume III of the transactions, which can 
undoubtedly be found tn the John Crerar 
library. At the close of Koch's address the 
president of the conaress. Lord Lister, then 
Sir Joseph Lister, referred to the “startiing’’ 
assertion that bovine tuberculosis was not 
transmissible to man, an assertion which 
Koch hae never made, and it was thie er- 
roneous reference of the president which has 
come down in medical and popular Mterature. 
| Koch insisted time and again, especially at 
the Washington tuberculosis congress in 
1908, that he did not deny the possibility of 
such tranemisston, but thet a conclusive and 
indubitable case of pulmonary pbthisis tn 
eduits had not been shown to have been 
caused by an infection from bovine sources. 

My purpose tn making this communication 
is not to deny the danger from bovine tuber- 
culosis. It is merely to give you the correct 
version of whet Dr. Koch actually eaid. 
Koch was too great a scientist and too exact 
an investigator to make absolute statements 
which he coulé not fully substantiate. He 
was far more careful, and pronounced ft, to
